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Catholics are often accused of intolerance: but to Americans, in characteristic “Gringo” 
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schools, for whose support they are assessed equally 
with all other citizens; yet when schoo! boards dis- 
charge Catholic members for no other reason than 
their religion, or refuse to employ teachers who are 
Catholics, they are violating a most important provi- 
sion of both National and State Constitutions. But 
the Catholics as a body let the unjust, un-American 
discrimination go on. Roosevelt says that a person 
who will not demand his rights is not worthy of hav- 
ing the rights. 


Then there is no retaliation on the part of Cath- 
Olics. They do not try to throw the weight of their in- 
fluence to promote the wide circulation of any un- 
Christian sheet, because it might also be fighting the 
Protestant churches; they do not patronize men in the 
lecture field, who make it a business to malign Prot- 
estants; they would never think of countenancing any 
secret organization, no matter behind what patriotic 
name it might hide, whose aim it is to defeat any man 
for office because of his religion; they are not disposed 
to impute unworthy motives to a non-Catholic body, 
when it binds its members together to accomplish a 
real good. 


Then, the tolerance of Catholics is even far more 
commendable than the tolerance of Protestants; the 
former have a definite form of religion which they be- 
lieve to be the tm Protestants believe that one 
form of religion is as good as another; hence they 
eannot reasonably object to forms of Chnstian wor- 
ship different from their own.
